UNIT MONEY-EARNING PROJECTS PROMOTE UNIT 
QUALITY PROGRAMS AND SELF-RELIANCE 


Financing the activities of a pack, troop, or post frequently determines the 
quality of the program for boys. 

At a recent meeting of district chairmen it was agreed that there would be 
a stepped-up program of assistance in helping units effectively finance their 
operation. District finance committees are equipped to offer guidance and sug- 
gestions in money-earning projects which in every case should be approved by 
this committee. 

For some time the Council finance committee has given approval to a pro- 
gram of waste paper collection as organized through the Pioneer Paper Stock 
Division of the Container Corporation. Several hundred units are already 
raising sizable amounts of money through this method. This firm offers a min- 
imum price of $8.00 per ton and will go above that figure whenever the market 
requires. Additional bonuses can also be secured from them when heavy vol- 
umes are delivered. A phone call to them at 772-1000 will simplify arrange- 
ments, 

Of course, other salvage companies are also anxious to secure scrap paper 
and additional salvage materials as well. Finance chairman Silas S. Cathcart 
recently indicated that many more Scouts would be enjoying the fun of camp- 
ing if troops would take advantage of the many money-earning projects now 
available, and, at the same time, teach boys how to earn their own way in life.
